Louie Bachman was born on June 1, 1951. He was a devoted Cardinals fan. Bachman was diagnosed

with stage four colon cancer in January of 2016. The cancer progressed quickly and deteriorated his
health rapidly. Bachman died March 1, 2017.

Afamilyin the community held a
benefit to raise funds and pay for medical bills. Ashley (Bachman) Miller, Bachman’s daughter,
witnessed first-hand the efforts made in the community to help her father.

“The community support we received during mydad’s treatments was a blessing,” Miller said.

Miller remembers the night of the benefit. That night was incredible. Her father danced and laughed
with his friends.

“I'think it was one of his best days thatlast year. The community showed an unbelievable amount of
support donating auction items and food, to just coming out and showing their support.”
